and a three-quart- er ratio, without
which a district is not entitled to a
separate representation in tho Senate,
is 78,003. It will bo seen that there are
fourteen districts which fall short of a
three-quart- er ratio, namely: The Sec-
ond, Fourth, Fifth, Shcth, Fourteenth,
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth,
Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twenty-iourt- h,

Twenty-sevent- h, Twenty-eight- h and
Twenty-nint- h. In apportioning Sena-
tors for the ensuing years the Board,
consisting of the Governor, Auditor and
Secretary of State, must scrutinize tho
districts in their numerical order, begin-
ning with the first, and ascertain
how, many Senators each district
is entitled to for tho ensuing
five .Legislatures. If they find a district
containing less than 78,003 population
the Constitution requires them to an--

nexthe district adjoining it having tho
least number of inhabitants," Conse-
quently the Second will be attached to
the Fourth, tho Fifth to the 81xth, tho
Fourteenth to the Nineteenth, tho Six-
teenth to the Seventeenth, the 'Eigh-
teenth to the Twentieth, the Twenty-fourt- h

to the Twenty-sixt- h, the Twenty-sev-

enth to tho Twenty-eight- h, and
the twenth-nint- h to the Thirty-firs- t,

making eight joint districts instead of
five, as at present. Each of these joint
districts- - would bo entitled to one Sen-
ator in the next Senate. Thirteen
single districts will have one Senator
each. In the next Senate, namely: The
Third, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth,
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thir-
teenth, Fifteenth Twenty - first,
Twenty-secon- d, Twenty-thir-d and
Thirtieth. The First will havo three,
the Twenty-fift- h three, tho Twenty-secon-d

two andthe Thirty-thir- d two a
total membership of thirty-on- e.
